Parcels  Post  into  thjs  country  is  raised, 
either  in  the  hall?  of  pongress,  through  the 
colums  of  the  public  p?ess,  or  upon  the  pub- 
lic platform,  it  meets  with  opposition  on  the 
alleged  ground  that  itlwill  prove  to  be  an  ad- 
ditional expense  to  as  already  overburdened 
postal  system.

Christ  had  a two  fold  meaning  in  the  ex- 
pression, “lifted  up  from  the  earth.”  The 
multitude  understood  but  one.  Christ  said  : 
"The  hour  is  come  that  the  son  of  man 
should  be  glorified.”  Christ  looked  beyond 
the  cross  of  shame  and  beheld  the  throne  of 
glory.  It  was  for  the  " joy  that  was  ret  be- 
fore him’’  that  he  “endured  the  cross,  de- 
spising the  shame”— “wherefore  God  highly 
exalted  hi4.  and  8ave  hi®  the  name  that  *s 
He  feared  not  d atb. 


the  majestic  ijrerson — he  who  “was  dead,  and 
is  alive  for  evermore.” — Christ  said,  “I  will 
draw  all  mejti  unto  myself.”  His  attraction 
is  constant  *nd  eternal.  Even  when  faith 
shall  be  su  planted  by  sight,  our  love  to 
him  shall  regain.  "Love  never  faileth,  but 
whether  tbtjre  be  prophecies  they  shall  be 
done  away  ^whether  there  be  tongues  they 
shall  cease  ; (whether  there  be  knowledge  it 
shall  be  doni  away.”  Our  personal  relation 
to  Christ  determines  the  constancy  of  our 
Christianitytjfiere  and  the  validity  of  it  before 
the  judgmeifjf  seat  of  Christ. 

Young  nmn,  young  woman,  I wish  you 
might  see  tbt  personal  beauty  of  Jesus  Christa 
He  is  the  (mighty  Prince  of  the  house  of 
David,  whd  marches  in  triumph,  the  con- 
querer  ot  ajl  his  enemies.

He 
has  all  power  and  authority  and  dominion, 
yet  is  as  tender  and  patient  and  gentle  as  a 
woman,  taltfng  little  children  in  his  arms  and 
blessing  thjjm.  He  is,  at  the  same  time,  th< 
highest  ideiil  of  manhood  and  womanhood 
He  is  the  ‘ Lily  of  the  Valley,  the  Bright  anc 
Morning  St|r,  and  the  One  altogether  lovely.’ 
There  is  nc  jbe  on  earth  to  be  compared  to  him 
ard  in  Ijfeaven  he  is  the  one  desiret 
above  all  c|hers— the  Light  of  the  Celestia 
City.  Thltkeray,  the  great  novelist,  one 
wrote  to  hi|  little  daughter  concerning  Christ 
saying,  “Who  was  it  that  was  born  on  Christ 
mas  day?  ibne  that  was  so  groat  that  every 
body  worshipped  him,  and  so  good  tha 
everybody  loved  him.”  Do  you  love  him 
Then  cleattf  to  him  and  be  ever  his  loya 
knight  ancjHoviog  subject.

soon  as  the  cocllition  is  fulfilled  the  Conclu- 
sion becomes  1 n absolute  certainty!  This 
leads  me  to  my  second  proposition. 

II.  The  chancier  of  Christ  i'  the  surety  of 
his  universal  att 'action. 

Christ  said:  'I,  if  I be  \,ift^d  up  from  the 
Carth,  will  draw  all  men  unto  myself}”  He 
has  been  cruci  ifcd  and  exalted  intd  glory, 
therefore  his  pr<  mise,  “I  will  (draw  all  men 
unto  myself,”  is  certain  of  fulfilment.  This 
fact  is  very *la  gely  doubted  by  those  who 
lock  merely  upo  1 external  apptgrancea.  They 
say  the  reasoning  is  true,  but  i*  rcalitfr  Christ 
does  not  draw  a 1 men  unto  himself.  I admit 
that  not  all  m;n  are  becoming  Christians. 
For  (Heb.  2:8),  ‘Now  we  see  not  yet  aljl  things 
subjected  to  hin  .”  Nor  do  I Relieve  jthat  all 
men  will  even  ually  be  saveid.  For  many 
are  every  day  1 ejecting  Christ,  and  wjill  con- 
tinue to  do  so  lo  the  end.  But  thi^  is  no 
proof  that  Chri  it  does  not  e^ert  his|  benign 
attraction  upon  ill  men  any'  more  than  my 
power  to  stand  erect  against!  the  power  of 
gravity  or  n>y  power  to  throw}  a ball  jnto  the 
air  against  grav  ty  is  a proof  tpat  there  is  no 
such  thing  as  gravitation,  and  that  the  earth 
does  not  attract  me  and  .the  ball  and  a|l  other 
objects. 

This  fact  is  further  explained  by  the  fact 
that  the  word  translated  “dfraw”  has  the 
sense  of  -a  gentle  -attraction.  It  does  not  mean 
the  exircise  of  : physical  force;  It  is  in  the 
realm  cf  the  moral  and  is  compatable  with 
the  id  .-a  of  mini  influence.  Christ  does  not 
force  men  by  ohysfcal  constraints  to  swear 
allegiance  to  hid.  He  does  not,  like  Charla- 
mague,  drive  mi  n at  point  of  ^word  aod'blow 
of  battle  axe  to  swear  themselves' Christians 
and  loyal  subjects  of  the  Roman  See.-jv  •• 

Not  with 

"The  boast  of  heraldry, 

The  pomp  of  power, ’1  , 

does  he  reign.  His  “kingdom  is  not  of  this 
world.”  Heiuiesin  righteousness  and  his 
subjects  serve  h m from  love.  (Several  months 
ago  the  world  vas  wrapped  in  a cold  sheet 
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stony  heart,  and 
lift  up  hands  of  prayer  and  thankfulness  to 
Christ  the  giver  of  life!  O,  that  you  might 
say  today  what  Tennyson  once  said,  “ What 
the  sun  is  to  that  flower,  Jesus  Christ  is  to 
my  soul.  He  is  the  sun  of  my  soul  ! ” The 
attraction  of  Christ  being  gentle,  m^kes 
greater  the  danger  of  your  rejecting  him.  If 
you  reject  him  you  reject  life. 

- The  attraction  of  Christ  is  a universal  power. 
His  words,  “I  will  draw,”  is  the  surety  of 
his  attraction,  and  his  words,  “all  men”  cer- 
tify that  there  is  to  be  no  partiality,  no  ex- 
ception in  his  attracting  men  unto  himself. 
Are  we  a "Christian  nation  ?”  In  same  re- 
spects we  are.  But  we  haven’t  a “corner” 
on  the  gospel  of  Christ;  although  from  the 
way  we  contribute  to  missions  one  might 
think  we  had  a monopoly  and  intended  keep- 
ing it  We  have  greater  advantages  and  op- 
portunities than  the  heathen,  but  Christ  is 
drawing  all  men.  Paul  told  the  heathen 
worshippers  of  Zeus  at  Lystra  that  God  had 
not  left  himself  “ without  a witness  ” among 
them — giving  them  rain  and  fruitful  seasons, 
and  urged  repentance  toward  God  and  faith 
in  Christ.  By  truths  of  nature  and  provi- 
dence Christ  is  drawing  the  heathen  and 
commands  us  to  give  them  the  gospel. 
Christ’s  universal  attraction  is  evidenced  by 
the  readiness  with  which  the  Chinese  and  the 
inhabitants  of  India  and  of  the  islands  of  the 
sea  are  turning  to  him  whenever  he  is 
preached.  “Many  shall  come  from  the  east 
and  the  west  and  shall  sit  down  with”  Christ 
and  the  host  of  the  faithful  “in  the  kingdom, 
but  the  children  of  the  kingdom’’— you  who 
hear  the  gospel  and  receive  it  not,  and  you 
who  have  the  gospel  and  give  it  not,  "shall 
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above  every  name 
but  groaned  in  spirit  with  the  moral  anguish 
of  the  guili  he  bore.  He  pr  yed  to  be  deliv- 
ered from  the  hour  of  separation  from  God; 
then  prayed  that  the  Father’s  name  be  glori- 
fied^ God  answered  this  last  prayer,  saying 
that  he  wotjld  glorify  his  name.  This  Would 
involve  not} only  the  death  of  Christ,  but  also 
his  resurpe  dtion  and  exaltation  to  the  throne 
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that  gave  significance  to  his  death  as  an 
atonement  Jor  sin.  When  he  said,  “If  I go 
to  (the  Fathjer,”  “If  I be  lifted  up,”  he  based 
everything:on  his  exaltation.  This  thought 
was  constantly  in  the  mind  of  the  Master  in 
hies  last  days.  In  the  notable  17th  chapter  of 
Jqhn  “be  said,  Father,  the  hour  is  come; 
glorify  thy  Son  that  thy  Son  may  glorify 
thee:  even  as  thou  gavest  him  authority  over 
all  flesh.,  that  whatsoever  thou  hast  given 
him,  to  them  he  should  give  eternal  life.” 
‘(Glorify  thou  me  with  thine  own  self  with 
the  giory  which  I had  with  thee  beiore  the 
world' was.”  When  Christ  was  made  capti\  e 
of  death  he'  was  powerless  to  save,  but  when 
"he  led  activity”  he  was  a Prince  and  a 
Savioi  “ahid  gave  gifts  unto  men.”  He  was

Close  Communion  end  Close  Baptism. 

I In  The  Baptist  of  Sept.  5th,  is  an  able  ar- 
licle  by  Bro.  Hargis.  In  some  points  I must 
Dissent  from  the  views  expressed  by  him.  I 
admit  being  a far  humbltr  man  in  the  ranks 
Lnd  do  not  desire  to  be  considered  as  replying 
go  an  abler  and  wiser  man  than  myself.  So  I 
shall  endeavor  to  give  my  views  on  the  sub- 
ject as  concisely  as  possible,  and  without]ref- 
fcrence  to  the  arguments  he  has  advanced, 
j As  to  the  term“Close  communion,”  we  all 
Bcnow  that  the  insinuation  is  unjust.  We 
know  that  the  practice  of  close  communion 
is  not  peculiar  to  the  Baptists.  They  do 
(practice  it,  it  is  true,  but  so  do  all  evangelical 
^denominations.  They  all  admit  that  baptism 
Sis  pre-nquisite  to  participation  in  the  Lord's 
SS  upper. 

It  being  admitted  by  all  that  baptism  must 
icome  first.  The  question  arises  what  is  bap- 
ftism?  And  it  is  here  that  we  d fftr  from 
{other  denominations  and  may  justly  claim  to 
| practice  “close  baptism. 

There  are  several  necessary  elements. 

1 There  is  the  mode.  There  is  the  candidate. 
IThere  is  the  administrator.  There  is  the 

2 church. 

- As  to  the  mode.  Of  course,  sprinkling 
] and  pouring  cannot  be  considered  under  the 
| head  of  mode , as  it  is  axiomatic  that  neither  is 
? a mode  of  immersion , which  is  the  correct  ren- 
| derirg  of  the  word  bapizo , as  is  admitted  by 
! the  highest  scholars  without  ngard  to  de- 
; nominational  affiliation.  The  new  Testa- 
| mtnt  teaches  that  the  briiever  should  be  im- 

- tnersed  and  history  teaches  that  he  was  itn- 
' mersed  until  corruptions  entered  and  defiled 
! thejoriginal’purityjani  in  egrity  of  the  church. 

I So  as  to  mode,  the  question  is:  In’what  nat 

,j  ura{  element  should  the  candidate  be  im- 
i mersed?  In  water  O.her  questions  may 
1 arisi  among  those  who  are  adepts  at  asking 
J questions  as  to  whether  the  believer  should 

3 be  baptized  once  or  three  times  as  is  the 
i practice  with  some.  As  I have  not  the  -time 
I and  the  editor  has  not  the  space,  I will  not 
'li  enlarge  on  this  question,  but  will  say,  evi- 
| dently,  one  immersion  is  the  nq-iircd  mode. 
| As  to  the  candidate,  he  mu-tbe  of  sufficient 
I age  to  be  conscious  of  sin  and  his  need  of  a 
1 Savior,  to|iepent  and  to  txeic  se  futh;  and 
| he  must  have  made  such  a profession.

He 
must  be  an  orcuined  minister  of  that  church  j 
which  was  founded  by  ourLordj  This  is  in-  t 
controvertible,  jj  Immersion  by  a layman  or  a 1 
representative  0!  a human  organization  could  1 
not  be  considered  an  orderly  proceeding.  1 

As  to  the  church.  The  church  must  also  be  ] 
of  the  order  established  by  Christ.  In  other 
words,  far  the  (terms  are  synonymous,  it  must 
be  a Baptist  church.  If  I did  not  from  my 
heart  beiieve  tjgat  our  Savior  Himself  was  the 
fouinder  of  ourjjde^omination,  I would  with- 
draw from  it  immediately ; but  this  fact  is  set- 
tled by  both  siripture  and  history.  But  t<f 
return,  the  church  must  unanimously  accept 
the  candidate^  and  the  administrator  must 
immerse  him  jh  obedience  to  the  authority 
of  the  church !|bf  which  he  is  a minister  or 
servant.  In  other  words,  the  immersion  is 
performed  by  { he  church  through  her  ser- 
vant or  representative  and  it  is  only  the 
church  which,  makes  it  legal  or  orderly. 

po,  upon  a 'profession  of  faith  in  Christ's 
being  immersed  by  an  ordained  Baptist  min- 
ister, acting  tnr  the  authority  of  the  church,  a 
man  may  consider  himself . scripturally  bap- 
tized. 

Being  baptised  he  may  participate  in  the 
observance  of  j|he  Lord's  supper,  which  is.  a 
church  ordinance.  Here,  in  common  with 
all  denominations,  we  practice  clos?  commun- 
ion, for  we  insist  that  baptism  comes  before 
the  Lord’s  supper.  And  here  we  practice 
close  baptism;  for  the  question  arises  as  to 
whether  the  believer  has  been  baptiz:d.  If 
so,  he  is  welcome.  Our  brethren  of  other  de- 
nominations are  not  baptized.  True,  some 
practice  immersion  exclusively  and  some  in 
isolated  cases.  Why  then  do  we  deny  them 
baptism?  Two  very  essential  elements  of 
valid  baptism  are  lacking.  The  church  to 
receive  the  candidate  and  authorize  the  im- 
mersion, and  the  proper  admiuisirator — both 
are  wanting.  How  we  can  be  expected  to  ac- 
cept the  baptism  and  to  concede  their  right  to 
the  Lord’s  table  I cannot  see. 

We  aie  ccmmi-nded  to  withdraw  from  the 
brother  that  walketh  d sorderly,  and  surely, 
whether  sprinkled  or  immersed  the  whole 
proceeding  bias  been  disorderly  We  know 
that  there  are  many  devout  Christians  in 
these  denominations,  many  whom  we  love  for 
their  Christ  like  spirit  and  many  we  confi- 
dently expect  to  see  on  1 he  “sweet  other  side” 
for  we  know  that  salvation  is  predicated  of 
faith  and  not  of  woiks  or  btpfisro;  but  they 
b#r  themselves  f-om  the  observance  of  the 
Lord's  supper,  for  hey  are  n ’t  truly  baptized. 

As  to  the  brother  who  has  been  guilty  of 
immoral  conduct  and  from  whom  as  a conse- 
quence we  withdraw  fellowship,  the  same 
applies.  In  his  case,,  we  of  course  concede 
the  validity  of  his  baptism,  l.jut  as  he  has 
been  walking  disorderly,  we  withdraw  from 
him.  If  his k rror  consists  in  h»resy,  it  is 
■wisest  for  us  fo  proceed  slowlyi.  It  is  wisest 
not  to  require  too  s rict  a unanimity  of 
doctrinal  opinion  in  the  ranks.  Unless  the 
heresy  is  very  serious  or  dangjerous  we  bad 
better  overlook  it.  In  the  ministry  we  can- 
not call  one  too  strictly  to  a]c  junt  for  his 


teaching, because  the  ministry  is  set{kpart  to 
feed  the  flock  of  God  and  is  representative  of 
the  denomination.  Ill, 

In  the  case  of  a Baptist  who  afterwards 
joins  another  denomination,  the  argument  is 
the  same.  Surely,  we  concede  his  baptism, 
but  is  not  his  wafk  disorderly?  I think  we 
can  very  correctly  say  it  is  close  bapfitem  aad 
not  close  communion  that  separates  is  in  this 
point  from  other  denominations.  -

Recently  one  of  our  Delta  pasters  at  an 
association,  was  the  subject  of  advise  criti- 
cism by  some  good  brethren  becau^i  of  the 
following  statement:;  If  you  place  ^ny  body 
upon  the  dissecting  table  and  probq  the  sur- 
geon's knife  to  the  bottom  of  my  hpf»rt  there 
you  will  find  wtjttea,  “ Foreign  Miiiions” 
Should  ministers  use  figures  pf  {Speech  in 
the  pulpit,  and  especially  an  hype^ole?  If 
so,  should  thi^  paster  be  censured  f4r  its  use  ? 
All  concur  that  the  Bible  is  standard  authori- 
ty. Bu.  does  t|ie  Bible  warrant  thsuse  of  an 
hyperbole  ? Let  us  investigate.  | 

Please  turn  toPs.  69:9.  Here  Djvid  states 
that  “ the  zeal  of  thine  house  hatH^aten  me 
up.”  Yet  David  lived  m^ny  years  forward, 
and  repeated  the  statement  in  P{-j  119:139. 
and  it  is  quotei|  in  the  New  Testament  ap- 
provingly, Jnp.  2:17.  Jeremiah  has  been 
very  appropriately  called  the  Paul  jof  the  Old 
Testament.  Does  he  use  an  hyperbole? 

“ Oh  that  my  head  were  waters,  (ind  mine 
eyes  a fountain  ql  tears,  that  I might  weep 
day  and  night  for  the  slain  of  the  j4aughters 
of  my  people  ]'"[  (Jer.  9:1).  Do  f ou  really 
think  Jeremiah  wanted  his  heifi  to  be 
“water,”  and  bis  i'eyesa  fountaii]  of  tears?” 

I trow  not. 

Notice  again  ill  Jeremiah  15:3;  “And  I 
will  appoint  over  them  four  kinds,  Waith  the 
Lord,  the  sword  to  slay,  and  the'  dogs  to 
tear,  the  beasts  of  Ihe  earth  to  devejur  and  de- 
stroy.” No  one  believes  that  Go(l  actually 
sent  real  “dogi  and  beasts,”  but  figuratively. 

Again,  in  Lam.j  2:1 1.  Jeremiah  says,  “my 
liver  is  poured  upon  the  earth.”  jl  Anybody 
knows  it  is  a physical  impossibility?  to  “pour 
the  liver,”  -and  if  it  were  poureid  the  man 
would  hardly  five  long  enough  itoijwrite  in  a 
book.  And  again,  in  Lam.  3 :^8'r| Jeremiah 
says:  “ Mine  eyes  runneth  down  ikrth  rivers 
of  water  ” How  far  do  you  supjxise  those 
rivers  were  navigable  ? 

Finally  we  observe  the  same  hyperbole  in 
Rom.  9:3,  used  by  the  apostle  P^ul.  This 
proof  will  convince  any  intelligent  mind. 

I hope  that  hereafter  those  good  brethren 
will  investigate  before  they  condenjfi  a pastor. 
When  a pastor’s  heart  and  mindjlRre  so  far 
baptized  in  the  spjfrit  of  missions:  |at  it  be-

At  JO  a.  Wednesday,  Oct.  16,  the  former 
Moderator,  Tf.  C.  Dockery,  called  the  Associ- 
ation to  order,  and  requested  Dr.  W T.  Low- 
rey to  conduct  devotional  exercises.  At  1 1 
a.  m.  Rev.  E L.  Wesson,  the  sppointee, 
preached  the  introductory  sermon,  on  ’’The 
Need  of  the  Churches  of  Jesus  Christ.”  The 
preacher  said:  “We  need  (1)  More  spiritu- 
ality; (a)  To  lay  again  the  foundation  of  (a) 
repentance,  (b)  of  failh.  and  (3)  To  lay  again 
the  foundation  of  the  place  of  the  ordinances 
of  baptism  and  the  Lord's  supper.  The  ser- 
mon was  strong,  the  attention  profound  and 
the  effect  salutary.
